The  only  change  which  has  occurred  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Chief  Officers  during  the  year  has 
been  the  appointment  of  Miss  Violet  Spence  as 
Assistant  Female  Officer  in  place  of  Mrs.  Ethel 
Austins,  who  has  left  the  Asylum  service. 

Miss  Mary  Ann  Buckle,  Matron  of  the  Asylum, 
has  given  notice  of  her  desire  to  retire  from  that 
position  in  November  next,  and  the  Committee  are 
taking  steps  for  the  appointment  of  a  successor. 

The  circumstances  attending  Miss  Buckle’s  service 
in  the  Asylum  are  so  remarkable  that  the  Committee 
desire  to  draw  the  special  attention  of  the  Council 
to  the  matter.  She  was  appointed  to  the  office  which 
she  now  holds  on  the  ist  November,  1859,  and  con¬ 
sequently  has  served  the  Visiting  Committee  in  the 
same  office  for  more  than  52  years.  During  this 
prolonged  period  she  has  discharged  her  duties  with 
great  zeal  and  fidelit}',  and  has  at  all  times  had  the 
complete  confidence  of  the  Medical  Superintendents 
of  the  Asylum  and  the  Visiting  Committee. 

On  the  i8th  December,  igog,  Miss  Buckle  then 
having  completed  50  years’  service,  the  Committee 
increased  her  salary  from  ;^ii5  to  £i3S  order  that 
when  the  time  came  for  her  retirement  she  might 
feel  that  her  superannuation  allowance  would  be 
sufficient  for  her  wants.  Taking  into  account  the 
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annual  value  of  the  emoluments  attached  to  her  office, 
estimated  at  Miss  Buckle’s  pension  at  the 

maximum  rate  allowed  to  be  granted  under  the 
Lunacy  Act,  1890,  amounts  to  13s.  4d.,  and 

this  annual  sum  has  been  granted  to  her  by  the 
Visiting  Committee  as  from  the  actual  date  of  her 
retirement. 

The  Committee  have  also  arranged  to  present  Miss 
Buckle  with  an  illuminated  resolution  of  appreciation 
of  her  services,  and  recording  the  fact  that  she  leaves 
the  service  of  the  Asylum  with  the  best  wishes  of 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  record,  with  deep  regret,  the  death, 
on  the  14th  May  last,  of  Dr.  E.  B.  C.  Walker,  the 
late  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum,  who 
retired  on  a  superannuation  allowance  on  the  i8th 
May,  1910. 

The  Patients  have  been  visited  and  the  Wards  in¬ 
spected  at  each  Meeting  by  Members  of  the  Committee. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Farm,  Finance  and  Stores 
Sub-Committees  have  reported  on  the  various  matters 
under  their  supervision  at  each  Meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

The  principal  repairs  executed  or  put  in  hand 
during  the  year  have  been  the  painting  of  the  exterior 
of  the  Asylum  Buildings,  at  a  contract  price  of 
;f334  Ihe  repair  of  the  eaves  guttering  round  the 
Main  Building,  at  a  contract  price  of  ;^68  5s.,  and 
the  repair  of  the  ceiling  of  the  large  dormitory  at  the 
Sanitorium. 

The  plastering  of  the  walls  of  Male  Wards  Nos.  i,  2,  3 
and  4,  which  was  in  progress  at  the  date  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  last  Annual  Report,  has  been  duly  completed. 
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A  new  Calender  has  been  purchased  for  the 
Laundry  at  the  price  of  £210. 

The  Committee  have  entered  into  a  contract  with 
the  Eastbourne  Town  Council  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  into  the  Asylum  of  50  male  and  50  female 
patients  from  that  County  Borough  for  5  years  from 
the  ist  April  last.  To  make  room  for  these  patients 
the  Contracts  which  existed  with  the  Middlesex 
County  Asylums  Committee  for  a  corresponding 
number  of  patients  have  been  determined. 

The  Committee  have  also  extended  their  contract 
with  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  East  Sussex 
Asylum  for  the  reception  into  that  Institution  of 
imbecile  children,  for  the  maintenance  of  which  the 
Brighton  Committee  is  responsible,  so  as  to  provide 
for  15  imbecile  children  being  taken  at  that  Asylum 
instead  of  five  as  heretofore. 

On  the  28th  February,  1911,  a  Sub-Committee  of 
this  Committee,  with  the  Medical  Superintendent  and 
the  Clerk  to  the  Committee,  visited  Hellingly  Asylum 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  with  reference 
to  the  practice  adopted  in  Asylums  of  the  latest  type 
with  respect  to  the  laying  out  of  airing  courts,  the 
provision  made  for  treatment  of  phthisical  patients 
and  other  matters  which  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
have  recently  urged  upon  the  attention  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  Sub-Committee  then  visited  the  Brighton 
imbecile  children  above  referred  to,  and  were  greatly 
pleased  with  their  surroundings,  the  instruction  given, 
and  the  care  and  attention  with  which  the  children 
were  treated. 

During  the  year  Deputations  from  Boards  of 
Guardians  visited  the  patients  in  the  Asylum  at 
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Haywards  Heath,  chargeable  to  their  respective 
Unions,  and  in  every  case  left  satisfactory  reports. 
A  Committee  of  the  Eastbourne  Town  Council  also 
visited  the  patients  chargeable  to  that  Authority. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  in  a  Report  dated 
the  19th  December  last,  drew  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  to  the  noise  and  excitement  which  prevailed 
in  Female  Ward  No.  6,  in  which  ward  the  more 
troublesome  class  of  female  patients  are  detained,  and 
to  the  deficiency  of  objects  of  interest  calculated  to 
interest  and  amuse  the  patients.  The  Commissioners 
also  drew  attention  to  the  desirability  of  enlarging 
and  improving  the  Airing  Court  attached  to  the  Ward. 

Subsequently,  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioners, 
a  Deputation  of  the  Visiting  Committee  waited  on  the 
Commissioners  in  London,  when  the  above  and  other 
matters  connected  with  the  administration  of  the 
Asylum  were  discussed. 

After  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  question 
and  obtaining  Reports  from  the  Medical  Superinten¬ 
dent  and  the  Asylum  Surveyor,  the  Committee  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  desirable  that  Female 
Ward  No.  6  should  be  enlarged  and  improved,  and 
they  have  caused  their  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and 
specification  providing  for  the  construction  of  an 
extension  to  the  south  of  the  existing  ward,  and  for 
the  division  of  the  original  No.  6  Ward  into  sections 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  ;^'2,400.  The  plans  are  now 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
will  be  laid  before  the  Council  for  approval  in  due 
course.  The  cost  of  the  work  will  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund. 

With  regard  to  the  Airing  Court  attached  to  Female 
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Ward  No.  6,  the  Committee  have  under  consideration 
a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  and  improvement  of  this 
as  well  as  of  the  Airing  Courts  generally,  and  will 
report  thereon  to  the  Council  at  a  later  stage. 

Other  minor  improvements  suggested  by  the  Lunacy 
Commissioners  have  been  carried  out. 

On  the  27th  May  last  the  Committee  reported  to 
the  Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  Accounts  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  Accounts  have 
been  published  in  the  Committee’s  Annual  Blue  Book. 

The  Committee  beg  to  inform  the  Council  that  the 
Building  and  Repairs  Fund,  which,  as  the  Council 
are  aware,  consists  of  the  excess  arising  from  the 
receipts  in  respect  of  maintenance  of  patients  taken 
under  contract  from  other  authorities,  or  otherwise 
chargeable  to  Unions  outside  the  County  Borough  of 
Brighton,  was  at  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report 
;^io,37o  2s.  6d.,  since  which  date  the  Fund  has  been 
increased  to  £’12,751  13s.  lod.

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Consequently  the  balance  of  the  Building  and  Repairs 
Fund  now  stands  at  ^9,843  4s.  2d. 

The  Committee  have  decided,  as  from  the  ist 
October  last,  to  make  a  contribution  of  ;^i76  per 
annum  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Town  Clerk’s 
and  Borough  Accountant’s  Departments  in  respect 
of  services  rendered  on  behalf  of  the  Asylum. 
The  Committee  are  advised  by  the  Borough 
Accountant  that  the  contribution  of  this  amount 
annually  will  place  the  Asylum  upon  the  same  footing 
as  that  of  the  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation 
in  this  respect. 

In  their  last  Annual  Report  the  Committee  informed 
the  Council  that  they  had  decided,  until  circumstances 
require  otherwise,  to  abstain  from  making  precepts 
upon  the  Borough  Treasurer  in  respect  of  the  cost  of 
ordinary  repairs  and  insurance  at  the  Asylum,  and 
this  course  has  been  followed,  with  the  result  that 
the  Borough  Rate  has  been  relieved  to  the  extent  of 
;^i,863  i8s.  lod.  during  the  year. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  recording  their 
appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  Dr.  Planck 
and  his  medical  colleagues  continue  to  discharge  their 
responsible  duties,  and  in  expressing  their  satisfaction 
with  the  work  of  the  Staff  generally.

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  to  you  as  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Brighton  County 
Borough  Asylum,  being  the  Fifty-third  since  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1911,  have  been — Males,  107;  Females,  149; 
Total,  256. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been — Males, 
83;  Females,  104;  Total,  187.

Of  the  Admissions,  137  in  number  (excluding 
transfers  from  other  Asylums),  40.8  per  cent,  of  the 
Males  were  deemed  curable,  and  47.3  per  cent,  of  the 
Females.  Excluding  transfers  from  other  Asylums, 
the  percentage  of  those  discharged  as  recovered  within 
the  year  is  1.3  per  cent,  less  than  last  year,  viz.,  29.9 
as  against  31.2  per  cent.

The  Discharges  were  187,  of  whom  83  were  Males 
and  104  Females. 


Of  the  83  Males  who  were  discharged,  16  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  32.7  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  7  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  one  by  operation  of  Law,  one 
was  removed  to  the  Workhouse  relieved,  and  58  were 
removed  to  other  Asylums. 

Of  the  104  Females  who  were  discharged,  25  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  28.4  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  ii  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  and  68  were  transferred  to  other 
Asylums. 

Fifty-nine  deaths  occurred,  viz.,  27  Males,  32  Females. 
The  death  rate,  based  on  the  average  daily  number 
resident,  is  Males,  6.3  ;  Females,  7.4.  For  both  sexes 
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6.8  per  cent.  Of  the  total  deaths  7  were  due  to  phthisis, 
15  to  bronchitis  or  pneumonia,  7  to  heart  disease, 
one  to  nephritis,  ii  to  general  paralysis,  2  to  old  age, 
one  to  exhaustion  from  mania,  one  to  suicide  by 
drowning,  and  the  remaining  14  to  various  forms  of 
brain  disease  or  other  constitutional  disorder.

The  Mean  Age  at  Death  for  both  sexes  was  52.5 
years — Males,  52.0  ;  Females,  52.9. 

The  Coroner  held  three  inquests  during  the  year. 
In  two  cases  the  jury  returned  verdicts  that  death 
was  due  to  natural  causes,  the  first  being  that  of  an 
old  man  who  fractured  the  neck  of  his  femur  by  an 
accidental  fall,  and  died  of  pneumonia  five  weeks 
later ;  the  second  that  of  a  woman  suffering  from 
Graves’  disease  who  died  suddenly  of  heart  failure. 
She  complained  shortly  before  her  death  that  she  had 
been  kicked  by  another  patient,  but  the  post-mortem 
examination  disclosed  no  injuries.  The  third  inquest 
concerned  the  death  of  a  man  who  committed  suicide 
under  unusual  circumstances.  This  patient  had  been 
in  the  Asylum  two  years,  had  worked  on  the  farm 
for  more  than  a  year,  and  had  never  shown  suicidal 
tendency.  He  drowned  himself  in  a  small  tank  in 
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one  of  the  farm  buildings  which  contained  two  feet 
of  water.  He  had  probably  been  immersed  about 
ten  minutes  when  discovered,  and,  notwithstanding 
prolonged  efforts,  animation  could  not  be  restored. 

There  have  been  five  serious  non-fatal  casualties. 
Two  Female  patients  fractured  a  bone  of  the  forearm 
in  struggling  with  fellow  patients,  two  Male  patients 
sustained  fracture  of  a  rib,  the  result  of  falls  during 
a  struggle,  and  a  bedridden  epileptic  Female  patient 
fractured  her  left  tibia  under  circumstances  which 
cannot  be  exactly  determined.  The  patient  herself, 
who  is  fairly  rational  when  not  in  the  epileptic  state, 
could  give  no  explanation  of  the  accident :  it  was 
probably  caused  by  violent  muscular  action  in  a  fit, 
the  bone  being  atrophied. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  a  single  case  of  Measles 
and  a  few  cases  of  Dysentery,  there  has  been  no 
occurrence  of  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease. 

There  has  been  one  escape — that  of  a  Male  patient 
who  was  working  in  the  garden.  This  man  evaded 
capture  for  the  statutory  14  days,  and  was  therefore 
discharged  “  by  operation  of  law.” 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  twice  visited 
the  Asylum  during  the  year,  viz.,  on  igth  December, 
igio,  and  on  the  nth  July,  igii.  On  the  12th  July 
an  Inspector  from  the  Home  Office  inspected  the 
industrial  parts  of  the  Asylum  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act,  igoy. 

A  Committee  of  the  Eastbourne  Town  Council, 
also  Deputations  from  the  Brighton,  Eastbourne  and 
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Willesden  Boards  of  Guardians  have  visited  their 
patients  and  expressed  satisfaction. 

The  Committee  having  entered  into  a  Contract  with 
the  Eastbourne  Town  Council  for  reception  of  50 
Male  and  50  Female  patients,  it  became  necessary 
to  determine  the  then  existing  Contracts  with  the 
Middlesex  County  Asylums,  and  the  change  of 
patients  was  safely  effected  in  April. 

In  February,  the  Female  side  of  the  House  being 
overcrowded,  the  Sanatorium  was  opened  for  the 
reception  of  Female  patients. 

The  chief  repairs  which  have  been  effected  during 
the  year  are  the  outside  painting  of  the  Asylum 
buildings,  the  repair  and  re-fixing  of  the  eaves 
guttering,  the  plastering  of  the  walls  of  Nos.  i,  2,  3 
and  4  Wards,  on  the  Male  side,  and  the  renewal  of 
all  the  ceilings  in  the  upper  floor  of  the  Sanatorium. 

Among  minor  improvements  are  the  provision  of  a 
steam  calender  in  the  Laundry  and  a  gas  plate- 
heater  in  the  Female  Dining  Hall,  the  protection  by 
wire  guards  of  the  hot-water  pipes  in  all  the  single 
rooms,  and  the  substitution  of  pull-down  gas  brackets 
for  the  stiff  brackets  in  the  Lavatories  throughout 
the  building.  The  organ  in  the  Asylum  Chapel  has 
been  repaired  and  in  part  renewed. 

The  “  fire  practices,”  hitherto  attended  by  all  the 
Attendants  and  Artisans  in  rotation,  gave  too  small 
a  number  of  drills  to  secure  efficiency.  A  Fire 
Brigade  has,  therefore,  been  established,  whose 
members  attend  weekly  drill.  As  a  stimulus  to 
efficiency  you  have  granted  a  slight  increase  in  wages 
to  members  of  the  Brigade. 
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The  conduct  of  ’the  Staff  has  been  generally  good, 
the  only  exceptions  being  those  of  an  Attendant 
'dismissed  for  disobedience  and  a  Nurse  for  illtreating 
a  patient. 

There  has  ffeen  only  one  change  in  the  Official 
Staff  during  the  year,  Miss  Violet  Spence  having  been 
appointed  Assistant  Female  Officer  in  place  of  Mrs. 
Ethel  Austins,  who  has  left  the  Asylum  service. 

Miss  Buckle,  the  Matron,  has  tendered  her  resigna¬ 
tion,  to  take  effect  on  the  ist  November  next,  when 
she  will  have  completed  the  remarkable  record  of  52 
years’  service  in  a  single  grade  of  office.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  a  like  example  of  faithful,  enduring 
service,  in  one  grade,  over  such  a  long  period  of 
years,  has  previously  occurred  in  the  Asylum  practice 
of  this  country. 

I  have  to  thank  my  Medical  Colleagues  for  their 
valuable  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Asylum,  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Staff  generally 
for  loyal  and  devoted  service. 

In  conclusion.  Gentlemen,  I  desire  to  record  my 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  unvarying  confidence  and 
support  I  continue  to  receive  at  your  hands.

The  Chaplain  has  the  honour  to  lay  before  the 
Committee  his  Annual  Report. 

The  Wards  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  also 
the  Sanatorium  since  its  occupation  by  patients. 

600  books  have  been  purchased  for  the  Library,  and 
a  like  number  distributed  to  the  Wards. 

One  regrets  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  B. 
Stokes,  which  occurred  on  March  loth.  He  had  been 
Organist  and  Schoolmaster  to  the  Asylum  for  nearly 
39  years. 

In  April  Mr.  Frederick  Knight,  of  Cuckfield,  was 
appointed  Organist.  He  is  a  good  musician  and  a 
great  help  to  the  Choir. 

The  organ,  which  was  in  a  bad  state,  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired. 

59  patients  have  died  in  the  Asylum  during  the 
year,  and  there  have  been  26  burials  in  the  Cemetery. 

During  the  Chaplain’s  holiday  in  September  the 
duties  were  taken  by  the  Rev.  F.  E.  Browett,  of 
Haywards  Heath.

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Brighton  Lunatic  Asylum, 

11th  July,  191U 

Since  this  Asylum  was  inspected  by  members  of 
our  Board  in  December  of  last  year,  the  plastering 
of  Male  Wards  i,  2,  3  and  4,  which  had  then  been 
commenced,  have  been  completed,  a  gas  plate-heater 
has  been  fixed  in  the  scullery  of  the  Female  Dining 
Hall,  the  hot-water  supply  pipes  in  the  bath  rooms 
throughout  the  building  have  been  cased  in  wood, 
the  heating  pipes  of  the  single  rooms  of  the  Female 
basement  and  the  Infirmaries  have  been  protected  by 
galvanized  wire  guards,  many  of  the  stiff  gas  brackets 
have  been  replaced  by  flexible  ones,  and  Female 
Ward  6,  where  the  more  excitable  patients  on  that 
side  are  located,  has  been  much  improved  by  the 
addition  of  plants  and  ornaments.  It  is,  we  under¬ 
stand,  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Committee  to 
make  many  considerable  alterations  in  Female  Ward 
6,  and  plans  have  already  been  agreed  upon  by 
them,  which  will  shortly  be  laid  before  our  Board. 
It  has  also  been  decided  to  enlarge  the  Airing  Courts 
attached  to  this  and  other  Wards,  to  lay  them  out 
with  grass  and  flower  beds,  to  remove  the  gravel 
and  take  down  the  walls,  replacing  them  by  light, 
concealed  fences  with  privet  hedges.  From  the 
manner  in  which  the  Committee  have  carried  out 
some  of  the  suggestions  made  by  our  Board,  and  in 
view  of  the  further  improvements  contemplated  by 
them,  there  is,  we  think,  an  evident  desire  on  their 
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part  to  endeavour  to  bring  this  Asylum  more  in  line 
with  the  modern  standard  of  requirements  in  establish¬ 
ments  of  this  nature.  Nothing  has,  however,  actually 
been  done  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  airing 
court  attached  to  Female  6.  It  is  most  unsuitable 
in  every  way  and  quite  inadequate,  and,  seeing  that 
so  long  an  interval  has  elapsed  since  suggestions 
were  made  by  our  Board  in  reference  to  this  matter, 
we  cannot  but  express  a  hope  that  no  further  delay 
will  take  place,  but  that  it  will  at  once  be  taken  in 
hand.  All  the  Airing  Courts  need  some  immediate 
attention,  such  as  the  removal  of  the  loose  gravel 
and  the  laying  out  with  grass  and  flower  beds.  No. 
6  Ward  on  the  Male  side  is  very  much  in  need  of 
something  to  brighten  it  up  and  make  it  more 
attractive,  as  with  its  bare  tables  and  absence  of 
any  ornaments,  it  lacks  an  appearance  of  any 
pretence  to  comfort.  The  Dining  Hall,  on  the 
Female  side,  where  we  saw  a  good  dinner  of  stewed 
mackerel  with  potatoes  and  bread  served  to-day,  is 
very  dull — it  wants  more  light,  and  its  appearance 
would  be  greatly  improved  were  one  or  two  plants 
placed  on  the  tables  at  meal  times.  We  feel  assured 
the  Committee  will  have  no  cause  for  regret,  but  the 
contrary,  in  doing  what  they  can  to  make  the  Wards 
and  general  surroundings  of  the  patients  as  light  and 
cheerful  as  possible,  as  environment  undoubtedly 
reacts  in  a  marked  degree  on  those  who  are  so 
unfortunate  as  to  be  mentally  afflicted,  and  of 
necessity  under  confinement.  We  hope  the  remaining 
fixed  gas  brackets  will  soon  be  removed,  and  as  an 
improvement  in  the  Kitchen  we  would  suggest  the 
fixing  of  a  fish-frying  apparatus,  which  has  in  other 
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like  institutions  been  found  to  be  so  useful  and 
serviceable,  fried  fish  being  always  a  dish  which  is 
much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 

The  Wards  and  Dormitories  were  in  good  order, 
and  the  beds  and  bedding  all  that  could  be  desired, 
whilst  we  were  glad  to  see  that  simple  toilet 
requisites  are  now  supplied  in  the  sanitary  spaces 
for  the  use  of  the  inmates.  We  saw  all  the  patients, 
and  spoke  to  many  of  them.  We  received  no 
complaints  as  to  treatment,  and  except  as  to  the 
question  of  detention  they  seemed  satisfied  and 
contented.  As  to  this  latter  matter  we  had  an 
unusual  number  of  appeals,  although  we  satisfied 
ourselves  that  the  Committee  visit  the  Wards 
regularly  and  give  the  patients  opportunities  for 
venting  any  grievance  they  may  have.  The  patients 
were  generally  properly  dressed,  and  on  the  whole 
free  from  excitement. 

Since  December  19th,  1910,  181  patients  have  been 
admitted,  149  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of 
whom  24  had  recovered,  and  35  have  died. 

We  have  nothing  special  to  report  as  to  the  cause 
of  death  in  the  35  who  died,  and  in  60  per  cent,  of 
which  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  held. 
All  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes,  14  per  cent, 
being  from  general  paralysis,  5.7  per  cent,  from 
phthisis,  and  2.8  per  cent,  from  the  decay  of  old  age. 
In  one  instance  death  resulted  from  dysentery,  of 
which  there  were  altogether  seven  cases,  and  which, 
with  one  case  of  measles,  comprised  all  the  infectious 
disease  which  has  occurred  in  the  Asylum.  There 
has  been  no  inquest.  No  bedsores  existed  upon  the 
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bodies  of  those  who  died,  nor  was  any  patient  so 
suffering  among  the  41,  or  4.7  per  cent,  of  the 
whole,  who  were  in  bed  during  our  visit.  This  fact 
speaks  well  for  the  care  which  in  that  particular  is 
bestowed  upon  the  nursing  of  the  sick.  But  in  this 
connection  we  desire  to  express  our  dissatisfaction 
with  the  inadequacy  and  unsuitability  of  the  In¬ 
firmaries,  especially  that  on  the  Female  side.  Thirty 
of  the  patients  were  in  bed  in  the  Female  Dormitory 
and  single  rooms  opening  into  it.  Some  were  seriously 
ill  and  in  need  of  quiet  surroundings,  but  in  few  of 
the  Wards  was  there  more  noise,  for  several  acutely 
excitable  patients  were  shouting  and  making  such 
quiet  comfort  as  a  hospital  should  afford  quite 
impossible  for  the  others. 

Nothing  has  apparently  yet  been  done  to  provide 
verandahs,  which  would  at  least  give  separation  and 
more  space,  besides  affording  means  of  treating 
acutely  excited  as  well  as  tuberculous  patients  under 
the  calmative  influence  of  the  open  air. 

There  have  been  only  two  serious  non-fatal 
casualties  since  the  last  visit,  both  of  them  involving 
fractures  of  bones  and  the  result  of  accidental  falls. 

There  are  to-day  on  the  Statutory  Books  the 
names  of  872  patients,  viz.,  366  Males  and  506 
Females,  of  whom  8  of  the  former  and  17  of  the 
latter  are  classed  as  private.  There  are  157  out- 
county  patients,  chargeable  to  Whitechapel,  Cuckfield, 
Cardiff,  Birkenhead,  West  Ham,  Brentford,  Hackney, 
Eastbourne  and  Birmingham.  There  are  7  men  and 
3  women  boarded  out  at  East  Sussex  County  Asylum. 
No  patients  were  out  on  trial  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 
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According  to  the  returns  furnished  to  us  there  is 
to-day  over-crowding  on  the  Male  side  to  the  number 
of  5  and  on  the  Female  3. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  : — 
For  home  patients,  9s.  gd.  ;  for  out-county,  from  14s. 
to  17s.  6d. ;  and  for  private  patients,  from  i6s.  to  42s. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical 
restraint. 

Thirty  per  cent,  of  the  patients,  a  fair  proportion, 
usually  attend  the  Sunday  Church  of  England 
Services,  and  32  per  cent,  attend  the  weekly  enter¬ 
tainments,  whilst  17  per  cent,  walk  out  beyond  the 
Asylum  Estate,  and  but  ii  per  cent,  of  them  able  to 
walk  are  confined  to  the  Wards  and  Airing  Courts. 

The  number  of  those  generally  employed  in  some 
way  daily  throughout  the  year  is  about  the  average, 
viz.,  61  per  cent. 

An  adequate  staff  of  Attendants  and  Nurses  is  now 
maintained,  there  being  i  to  every  10.6  patients,  and 
the  very  good  proportion  of  65  per  cent,  of  the 
former  can  show  over  5  years’  service.  One  Nurse 
has  been  dismissed  and  another  allowed  to  resign  for 
striking  a  patient. 

In  Dr.  Planck’s  absence  for  a  holiday,  we  received 
full  information  and  assistance  from  Dr.  Harper- 
Smith. 

The  case  books  are  properly  kept.
